Campion Hall Chosen For Historic Register 


Campion Hall in North An- 
dover has been accepted for in- 
clusion in the National Register 
of Historic Places, according to 
Massachusetts State Secretary 
Paul Guzzi. Guzzi is chairman of 
the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission, which numinated 
the old estate. 

Presently owned by the Society 
of Jesus, New England Province 
in Boston, Campion Hall was 
used as a Retreat Home until two 
years ago. Last year, the North 
Andover Town Meeting turned 
down a rezoning proposal which 
would have allowed the property 
to be developed into con- 
dominiums. 

The property is still on the 
market and several educational 
and religious groups have looked 
at it, but no offers ahve been 
made public. 

Campion Hall is also known as 
the George Kunhardt Estate, and 
is located at 1518 Great Pond 
Road, on the shoulder of a 
plateau above the northeastern

shore of Lake Cochichewick. It 
was built in 1906 for textile owner 
George E. Kunhardt of 
Lawrence. 

A native of New York City, 
Kunhardt went to Germany as a 
young man to study textile 
technology. He learned his 
lessons well. When he returned to 
the United States, he came to 
Lawrence where he started the 
mill which eventually made him 
wealthy and a leader of the tex- 
tile industry. 

In building his mansion on 
Great Pond Road, Kunhardt was 
emulating other textile manufac- 
turers such as Nathaniel and 
Moses Stevens who had earlier 
built fine homes in the general 
vicinty of Lake Cochichewick. 

In addition to his mill interests, 
Kunhardt was involved in the 
work of the Associated Industries 
of Massachusetts, was a member 
of the Lawrence General 
Hospital Advisory Board, and a 
director of the Merchants 
National Bank of Lawrence. His 
favorite hobby was raising prize 
livestock, and at his North An- 
dover estate he built farmers’ 
cottages and livestock sheds for 
that purpose.. 

The Kunhardt mansion is a 
highly individualized example of 
the eclectic architectural taste 
which prevailed in America at 
the turn of the century. Designed 
by Stephen Codman, an impor- 
tant Boston architect and good 
friend of Kunhardt, the building’s 
planning and much of its form 
and details are of the Queen Anne 
style. 

Other exterior features, 
notably the treatment of the wall 
surfaces, the tremendous 
overhang of the eaves, and the 
baroque luxuriance of the front 
face of the portecochere are 
drawn not from the Queen Anne 
style, but from some of the Ger- 
man buildings which Kunhardt 
sent his architect to Europe to 
study. 

In 1937, two years after his 
death, the estate was sold to the 
Society of Jesus, its present 
owner. Now known as Campion 
Hall, the Jesuits built an addition 


in 1959 to the Western end of the 
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mansion for use as dormitory 
space. 

Campion Hall’s major facade 
faces northerly toward Great 
Pond Road across a gentle swell 
of open land. To the south the 
mansion overlooks an open field 
which is narrowed by an advan- 
cing forest of evergreens as it 
slopes down to the shore of the 
lake. Among the woods flanking 
the eastern edge of the 86 acre es- 
tate, are various outbuildings: a 
tea house, two cottages and 
several former farm buildings. 

Campion Hall has suffered few 
alterations since its construction 
in 1906. Early in the 20th century 
a brick and shingle guest house 
was added to the eastern end.

Who’s Due Hughes’ Dues? 


by Jack Anderson 
with Joe Spear 


WASHINGTON — The Inter- 
nal Revenue Service is asking 
some questions about the late 
Howard Hughes. The answers 
will determine what will happen 
to his $2 billion empire. 

Here are the questions: Was 
Hughes competent during his 
final years? Did he run his own 
financial empire? Or did his as- 
sociates make the multimillion- 
dollar decisions for him? Was 
any of his money diverted im- 
properly into the wrong hands? 

We don’t have the answers, 
but we have uncovered some 
fascinating clues. 

The late billionaire was 
bedridden for the last two and a 
half years. He was flown into 
Acapulco on February 1: after 
elaborate, advance arrange- 

_ ments for his arrival. Local offi- 
cials were bribed not to check 
his party too closely. We learned, 
for example, of one $5,000 bribe 
and a request for another $5,000 
bribe. We don’t know if the sec- 
ond payment was made. 
Hughes was limp, with his 
arms dangling, when he arrived. 
He was unable to sign papers 
during his 52-day stay. His sig- 
nature on his Mexican tourist 


~ 


card was forged. 

This is important, because it 
raises a question about any re- 
cent documents bearing. his 
name. Handwriting experts will 
have to verify carefully whether 
his signatures are fake or fraud. 

We also made a strange dis- 
covery in Acapulco. The story 
was put out that Hughes paid 
$10,000 a week for the penthouse 
of the Princess Hotel. It included 
the presidential suite, Roman 
baths, a board room and 
bedrooms with velvet-covered 
walls. But Hughes was confined 
in Room 2012. This, astonishingly, 
was the smallest, least imposing, 
poorest located room in the com- 
plex. His aides got the fancier 
rooms, with the seaside view. 

The day after Hughes was 
flown to Houston, the Mexican 
authorities showed up at the 
hotel to question the aides who 
had been left behind. They en- 
countered an aide named Clyde 
Crow in the lobby. He im- 
mediately telephoned the 
penthouse and made a strange 
statement. “Wash your hands,” 
he told his associates, “and come 
on down.”

Watch On Waste: Almost in- 
variably the worst waste is 
found in the armed forces. Mili- 
tary procurement officers seem 
to have a cavalier attitude 
toward the taxpayers’ money. 
Enough never seems to be suffi- 
cient; they are constantly sub- 
mitting requisitions for more. 

Sometimes the waste is highly 
technical. This makes it harder 
for the taxpayers to understand 
and, therefore, easier for the 
military brass to get away with. 

For example, we have ob- 
tained a confidential auditor's 
report on the Army’s new twin- 
engine helicopter. The name is 
enough to discourage taxpayers 
from wanting to know anything 
more about it It is called the 
Utility Tactical Transport 
Aircraft System. This is too big a 
mouthful, even for the Army 
brass, so they refer to it simply 
as the UTTAS. 

The Army wants to buy 1,117 
UTTAS helicopters, and the tax- 
payers are going to have to pay 
about $3 million apiece for them. 
That is three-billion-three 
hundred-thousand dollars of 
your money. 

Yet the auditor's report states 
that the UTTAS weighs too 
much, which keeps it from 
hovering satisfactorily. It also 
vibrates too much. 

But it’s the cost figures that 
disturb us the most. Back in

Quilt A Lasting Project 


The idea for a Bicentennial 
Quilt grew out of a quilting 
class at the Andover-North An- 
dover YMCA, and early in 1975, 
the project got the official sanc- 
tion of the Andover Bicenten- 
nial Committee. 


A group of some two dozen 
women began meeting on Fri- 
day mornings at the home of 
Mrs. Gayle Caruso, led also by 
Mrs. Margo Bixby and Mrs.

Each chose a subject from 
Andover’s past or present that 
was particularly significant to 
her and the patches were finish- 
ed and the quilt assembled in 
time for a quilt competition in 
Chelmsford in April, and to be 
displayed at the April Town 
Meeting. 

The quilt will go on perma- 
nent display at the Town House, 
as part of Andover’s archives.

A “Deal” For Six 
Pounds And A Coat 


Sometime around 1643, the 
town’s ancestral fathers first 
feasted their eyes on Andover - 
- then a primitive Indian village 
peacefully settled along the 
banks of the Merrimac, near 
the site of the Noyes-Shattuck 


farm, 
it was from Newbury and 


Ipswich staunch settlers first 
came to make their homes in 
this area, which had been used 
as an Indian hunting ground. 
The Indians called it 
“Quichichacke,’’ wuich meant 
“place of the great cascade.” 
Although the spelling has 
changed, the sound remains the 
same. 

The first lasting white settle- 
ment sprang up in the North 
Parish, now North Andover. 
The name changed to Andover, 
possibly for some of the settlers 
who came from Andover in 
Hampshire, England. 

In 1646, John Woodbridge 
purchased from Cutshamache, 
the Sagamore of the 


The weatherbeaten Benjamin 
Abbot homestead at 7 Andover 
Street, one of the oldest houses 
in town, had not been com- 
pleted too long when its owner 
became involved in the trial of 
Martha Carrier for witchcraft. 


Old records say it started 
with an argument between 
Benjamin Abbot and the 
Carrier family over the laying 
out of a certain amount of land. 
When the argument got out of 
hand, Martha Carrier was said 
to have put a curse on Benjamin 
which was to last seven years. 

Fantastic as-it'may seem,Ab- 
bot ‘shortly began to suffer 


Massachusetts tribe, the tract 
of land now called Andover. The 
price was six pounds and a coat, 
with conditions that an Indian 
called Roger and his company 
should be allowed to take 
alewifes from the 
Cochichewick river. Should he 
or his company spoil or steal 
any corn or fruit from the 
settlers, however, this liberty 
was to be revoked. 

South Parish, the Andover of 
today, was merely the outskirts 
of the township, used as pasture 
land or left as woodland. Im- 
passable roads and sudden In- 
dian raids made settlement and 
farm work in this area both 
dangerous and difficult. 

But in time, the more daring 
of the villagers ventured into 
the land to build up farms. 
Thus, the first settlers of pre- 
sent Andover were ex¢lusively 
tillers of the soil and were a 
“hardy,’’ industrious, self- 
denying, devout body of men 
and women.”’

It was one of the most notable 
trials ever held in Salem, in 
which the standard judicial 
procedure was quickly cir- 
cumvented and the woman was 
hanged.

KNOW YOUR 
AMERICAN HISTORY 


The Bennington Flag, which dis- 
plays the oldest Stars and Stripes 
design in existence, was carried 
by the Vermont Militia at the bat- 
tle of Bennington in 1777. It was 
the first Stars and Stripes to lead 
American armed forces on land.

Andover’s rise to fame during 
the Revolutionary War was in 
no small part due to its powder 
mill. The mill supplied large 
quantities of gunpowder to 
George Washington’s Army 
when supplies were critically 
low in 1776, and also during the 
following years of the war. 

The Andover mill was the 
first in New England to 
manufacture powder for the 
Revolutionary War. There had 
been earlier mills in the 
colonies when large quantities 
of powder were needed, such as 
during the French and Indian 
Wars; but these mills had been 
discontinued and the art of 
powder-making largely lost. 

So critical was the situation 
in 1775 that George Washington 
wrote to Congress, Saying: 

“It is not in the pages of 
history, perhaps, to furnish a 
case like ours. To maintain a 
post within musket shot of the 
enemy for six months together 
without ammunition . . . is 
more probably than was ever 

attempted.”’ 


In November of that year the 
General Court of 
Massachusetts was alarmed by 
the situation, and ordered im- 
mediate repairing and putting- 
in-order of an old mill in 
Stoughton. 

Subsequently, Samuel 
Phillips, Jr. of Andover, a 
member of the General Court, 
proposed that he would, subject 
to certain restrictions, erect a 
mill in Andover at his own ex- 
pense. It was agreed by 
January. 2 of 1776 that Phillips 
would. be supplied- with 
saltpeter and sulphur at cost for 
the first year, and that he would 
be paid at the rate of eight 
pence per pound for all gun- 
powder he manufactured. 
Phillips immediately went to 
work. 

Bailey’s Historical Sketches 
of Andover reads: 

Mr. Phillips lost no time in 
beginning operations. On the 2d 
of January, he despatched a 
letter to a builder, one Mr. 
Samuel Cunnable, who has been 
recommended as ‘‘a person of 
Great Integrity and proper to

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be employed in the under- 
taking.’’ Also he obtained an 
order from the General Court 
permitting him to employ the 
master-workman of the 
powder-mill erecting for the 
colony, at Stoughton, - one Mr. 
Harling. 

Mr. Phillips then called a 
meeting of the citizens of An- 
dover, placed before them his 
projects, explained the necessi- 
ty of despatch, and engaged 
large numbers of them to join 
in the work of digging the mill- 
race, agreeing to pay them if 
the manufacture should pay 
him. It is said that to stimulate 
their ambition and hasten the 
work he himself worked with 
the company. 

By this prompt and energetic 
action, the mill at Andover was 
completed and in operation in 
March, nearly three months 
before the one at Stoughton was 
ready for work. 

The success of the operation 
is related in a report taken 
from the ‘‘Massachusetts Spy’: 
dated May 31, 1776: 

The Public may rely onit as a 
fact that there has been made 
at the Powder-mill, at Andover, 
within these six weeks past 
about one thousand pounds 
weight of good Gunpowder per 
week. 


The powder mill at Stoughton 


will begin to go in a few days. 
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The newspaper statement 
was also confirmed by the 
testimony of Professor 
Winthrop: 

‘‘Last week I was at the 
Powder Mill at Andover. They 
go briskly on and turn out, as 
they told me, twelve hundred 
pounds per week, and shall soon 
turn out considerably more.’ 

The capacity of the mill was 
not equal to the demand for 
powder,.so the mill ran day and 
night, on Sundays as well as 
weekdays. 
became hard to procure in suf- 
ficient quantities, especially 
saltpeter, which was required 
along with sulphur and char- 
coal. 

Eliphalet Pearson, who 
taught school in Andover, came 
into the picture with his inven- 
tive genius and practical 
knowledge of chemistry. 
Claude M. Fuess, twentieth 
century Headmaster of Phillips 
Academy, in his ‘‘Andover: 
Symbol of New England,” 
writes: 

Meanwhile Phillips’ school 
and college friend, Eliphalet 
Pearson, who had settled in An- 
dover, was carrying on some 
necessary experiments. Day 
after day he toiled patiently, 
testing nitrous earths and 
covering the desks in the town 
grammar school, where he was 
teaching, with pans of 
chemicals while he occupied 
himself with formulas. To get 
sufficient heat he even borrow- 
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Materials soon- 


ed one of the stoves from the 
South Parish meeting house. 
The difficulties of procuring 
materials were great; and 
there was a period when Pear- 
son even pulled up the floors of 
sheds and barns to obtain earth 
from which to extract 
saltpeter. At one time he feared 
that he might lose his eyesight 
from contact with the poisonous 
fumes. But through the prompt 
and energetic cooperation of 
Pearson and Phillips, the mill 
at Andover was completed and 


in operation within two months. 


Pearson appears to have 
worked hard to get the mill into 
production and also to keep it 
going. Rumor has it that many 
a child arrived at Pearson’s 
school only to be greeted by a 


‘cluttered classroom and a 


sleepy master, muttering, “No 
school today. No school today.” 


Some of the more interesting 
incidents in the operation of the 
powder mill are related below. 


Manager Drafted 


(From Bailey) 

Just as things were going on 
well, the foreman of the mill, 
Joshua Chandler, was drafted 
or enlisted to make up a com- 
pany for the reenforcement of 
the troops at Dorchester; also 
the next most important man of 
the mill, Josiah Johnson, was 
summoned to military duty. 
Mr. Phillips at once petitioned 
the General Court to exempt 
these men from military ser-

(Continued from Page 5-A) 
vice and to treat the men in his 
employ ‘‘as though they were in 
publick service as really as 
those in the continental army.” 

Among other considerations 
he adduces the following 
reasons for requesting this 
favor of the Court: 

“When your Petititioner con- 
siders the distress this state has 
suffered for want of this article 
of Gunpowder, the danger it is 
still exposed to through the still 
remaining deficiency, That the 
anxiety of the Assembly on this 
account was such that they late- 
ly requested that the mill 
should be kept employed by 
night as well as day: and not on 
the week time only, but also on 
the Sabbath, and at the same 
time reflects how much the 
manufacturing will be retarded 
by changing hands, and also the 
difficulty of making Powder of 
so good a Quality, and the Im- 
possiblity of improving the 
stock to so much Advantage for 
the State, he thinks it his Duty 
in regard to the Publick interest 
as well as his own to make 
application to. the Honble 
Board, as having the first com- 
mand, that the aforesaid 
Foreman, Joshua Chandler by 
name, may be discharged from 
his enlistment, and that the 
men necessarily employed in 
that manufactory be excused 
from all military service during 
their continuance therein, etc.”’ 

The petition was granted, and 
it was ordered to discharge 
Joshua Chandler. 


Requisition of Church 
Furniture 
(From Bailey) 
Everything in the town which 
could help on the work was put 
into requisition for the mill. 


‘Even the meeting-house fur- 


niture was not spared. 
‘Without I can have one of 
those stoves in the meeting- 
house,’ writes Mr. Phillips to 
his friend Richard Devens, Es- 
q., Commisary-general, March, 
1776, ‘‘my Powder works must 
be retarded. I can place another 
in its stead that may serve that 
purpose as well, tho it wont 
answer for my use on account 
of being cracked. I would wish 
for your advice whether it is not 
best to take one without waiting 
for the leave of the House as I 
have an opportunity tomorrow 
to convey it, and waiting to ask 
the House will probably retard 
the whole business at least one 
day and perhaps more... .”’ 

(Note: It is interesting to 
speculate as to the tyne of stove 
Phillips sought; stov_s were not 
commonly in use then. The 
Historic Manual of the South 
Church, describing its third 
church building erected in 1788, 
states that a stove was purchas- 
ed in 1821, and that prior to that 
time people were accustomed 
to warm themselves in an adja- 
cent building before an open 
fire. ) 


Explosion of June 1778 


The manufacture of gun- 
powder was an extremely 
dangerous operation. The in- 
gredients - saltpeter, sulphur, 
and charcoal - had to be ground 
very fine and then mixed 
together under water. The cake 
was then dried, ground, and 
sorted by size of grain. Any dust 
in the air could be very ex- 
plosive. 

On June 1 of 1770 an explosion 
at the mill destroyed the 
building and killed three men, 
Joseph Abbot, Josiah Johnson, 
and Chandler. Two nearby 
houses were also damaged. 

This caused great consterna- 
tion and excitement in the 
town. The General Court, on 
June 10, ordered a committee 
to investigate and to consider 
the expediency of continuing 
business. A committee reported 
on June 12 that the ‘‘late mis- 
fortune in blowing up the two 
buildings at said Andover was 
not owing to any imprudence in 


’ Mr. Phillips but to mere ac- 


cident,’’ and also that in their 
opinion the public service 
should still proceed in the 
manufacture of gunpowder. 
There was considerable local 
feeling about the dangers of the 
mill; 
operations were suspended. The 
General Court, however, 
granted Mr. Phillips the sum of 
400 pounds to recompense him 
for his loss and promised to pay 
one half the expenses should 
there be another explosion. 
Production was again resumed. 


Explosion of October 
1796 

Another explosion on October 
of 1796 resulted-in the death of 
two men and the final discon- 
tinuance, shortly thereafter, of 
powder-manufacturing in An- 
dover. 

A gravestone in the South 
Church Cemetery still stands as 
evidence of the powder mill of 


Samuel Phillips. The inscrip-: 


tion reads: 


In memory of 
MR. DAVID HALL who 
was killed at the explosion 
of the powder house in 
Andover Oct. 17th 1796 
Aged 32 years & 9 months. 


We mourn thy sudden swift 


remove, 
From earth and all enjoyments 
here; 
When Christ commands, we 
must obey 


Without a murmur or a tear. 


Butcher Boy Steak House, long a favorite with Andover diners, was known 
for years as The Little Red Schoolhouse. The name was derived from actuality. 
A schoolhouse in the North Andover system, the restaurant has its beginnings 


as the Pond School. 


So in March 1975, when John Boyle, an educator for 20 years and an 
English teacher at Andover High School, became proprietor of Butcher Boy 
Steak House, it was truly°a case of the teacher coming back to the

The accompanying picture 
shows the remarkably fine con- 
dition of the marker. When 
found by a photographer recent- 
ly, the stone had settled to the 
extent that the two lowest lines 
of the poem were completely 
buried, and the two lines above 
them were only visible because 


’ someone had scooped away the 


soil. (It is gratifying to know 
that the caretaker of the 
cemetery raised the stone so 
that the entire inscription can 
now be read.) The marker 
stands as a proper tribute to 
David Hall and to the Andover 
Powder Mill just as it did when 
‘installed almost two centuries 
ago. 


Prisoners of War 


Prisoners of war were used to 
a considerable extent in the 
operation of the powder mill. 
When prisoners were being ex- 
changed, Phillips objected to 
their return. He stated that this 
would seriously hinder his 
work, and further, that he 
thinks these men would prefer 
to stay in Andover, where 
“Some have married, had 
children, taken the oath of 
allegiance, paid taxes and 
become useful members of 
society.”’ 

He also said that one prisoner 
had become so trustworthy that 
the whole charge of the Powder 
ae had been committed to 

im. 


a menu people rave about for miles and miles around. 


Samuel Phillips, Jr. was only ** 


23 years of age when he under- 
took the building of the powder 
mill and Eliphalet Pearson, 
who worked out the formulas 
and chemical procedures, was 
of similar age. Both had been 
classmates at Dummer 
Academy, both had graduated 
from Harvard College and both 
were later associated closely in 
the founding of Phillips 
Academy in 1778. 


The mill seems to have been 
the first manufacturing in- 
dustry in Andover. It was 
located on the east side of the 
Shawsheen River between what 
are now known as Stevens and 
North Main streets. The mill 
was also used by Phillips as a 
paper mill up to 1821. Abraham 
Marland started Andover’s first 
successful woolen mill adjacent 
to the paper mill in 1811, and 
later enlarged his mill to take 
in the property formerly oc- 
cupied by the powder mill and 
the paper mill. The entire 
property was later taken over 
by Stevens Mills and yet later 
by Dasa Corporation. 


The only tangible evidence of 
the Powder Mill is the 
gravestone in the South Church 
Cemetery, but the mill and the 
men who made it possible had a 
great deal to do with the history 
of Andover - and the impor- 
tance of that history in the for- 
mation of the Republic.

No Pranks Allowed In Early Schools 


Evidently children in the mid 
1800’s wren’t as sternly raised 
as our forebearers would have 
us believe. 

The following by-laws of the. 
Richardson School (the 
predecessor of’ the Shawsheen 
School, built about 1846) 
suggesst that the adolescents of 
those years were similar to 
those of this century and in 
many ways a good deal more 
prankish - - at least as far as 
school mastery was concerned. 

1. ‘‘No scholar shall go so far 


from the school-house at recess. 


that he cannot be easily called 
by the teacher. 

2. ‘‘No scholar shall enter any 
orchard or field, nor throw 
stones or any other thing into 
them nor interfere with the 
right of any school mate on his 
way to or from school. 


3. ‘‘No scholar shall injure 
the fences about the school- 
house, out-house or pump, by 
cutting, marking or defiling 
them, by breaking the glass or 
by any means. And if any 
scholar shall so offend, it shall 
be the duty of the teacher to 
make it known to the parents or 
guardian of such offender who 
shall make the damage good. 

4. ‘No scholar shall be ad- 
mitted into the summer school 
under the age of three and one 
half nor into the winter school 
under the age of five years, nor 
into the school, summer or 
winter, who does not belong to 
the district. 

5. “If any scholar shall dis- 
obey the good and wholesome 
rules of school and continue to 
do so, it shall be the duty of the 
teacher to report such scholar 


to the Prudential committee, 
who may suspend or expel said 
refractory student as they may 
think expendient. 

6. ‘‘It shall be the duty of each 
teacher to see that all is safe in 
their department, as regards to 
fire doors, windows and blinds 
when they leave the 
schoolhouse. 

6. ‘‘It shall be the duty of the 
teacher to see that the fires are 
built each morning, when fires 
are necessary, and also that the 
bell is rung morning and noon, 
commencing at least 10 


- minutes before school time. 


8. ‘It shall be the duty of each 
teacher to read their scholars 
the foregoing regulations at the 
commencement of each term, 
and as often as once in three 
weeks during the term, and to 
see that they are obeyed.”’

“I’m Nathan Putnam,”’’ says 
the tall Minuteman, clad in red 
and white checked shirt, blue 
breeches and buckle shoes. 

“T was born in 1750, and 
marched to Concord in 
resnouse to the alarm. 

‘From there I marched on to 

the Mason Russell House in 
Arlington, where I was wound- 
ed in the upper right arm, and 
for which I was later given a 
penison by the state’’ 
_ Nathan Putnam was tall for 
his time, and so his Bicenten- 
nial counterpart in the Danvers 
Militia is tall. 

Donald Hayes of Andover 
stands six-foot-one, and his 
costume is ‘‘as near as one 
could guess’’ to what the first 
Putnam might have worn. 

Nathan Putnam was about 26 
years old; Hayes is 27. About 
there the similarities end, 
however. Putnam was a 
farmer, Hayes a sixth grade 
teacher in Lowell. Putnam was 
married and had one son. Hayes 
is single and says that he hasn’t 
carried authenticity so far as to 
get himself a wife. 

Don joined the Danvers 
Militia because it got an early 
start, and because some of his 
friends from Salem State 
College days did, too. 


The group meets three to four 
times a month, and has a heavi- 
ly scheduled militia season 
from now until the anniversary 
of the White Plains, N.Y., bat- 
tle in October. 

Hayes is particularly proud of 
the Danvers group because 
they've tried to be authentic. 
They don’t all wear the same 
uniforms or even the same 
colors. Some wear vests, some 
coats, some shirts. They look 
just like the early Minutemen, 
Hayes says, “‘like they just 
came out of the house and went 
off to battle.’’ 

Some records show that the 
Minutemen went home and put 
on their Sunday best - - part of a 
syndrome, Hayes claims, to 
always put your best foot 
forward when dealing with the 
British. 

Hayes’ interest in history 
goes back as far as he can 
remember, and last month he 
was installed as the youngest 
president of the Andover 
Historical Society. 

While he was in high school, 
he stopped by the Society’s 
Amos Blanchard House head-

dover and a map of-places of 
particular interest. 

The Commission’s duty is 
also to oversee historical 
developments such as the 
proposed Central Street 
historic district. Last summer, 
it co-sponsored, along with the 
Bicentennial Committee, a sur- 
vey of the town’s architecture 
and historic buildings. 

Hayes is the Commission’s 
representative to the Andover 
Bicentennial Committee and 
last fall in his Nathan Putnam 
garb, was a popular guide on 
the commitee-sponsored bus 
tours of Andover. 

If Don’s interest in history 
isn’t new, neither is it ‘“‘super- 
ficial”. A few years ago, he 
joined a friend in digging for 
the ruins of the Samuel Parris 
House in Danvers, and they dis- 
covered the foundation of the 
house at Halloween - - a find 
noted by Walter Cronkite on the 
Evening News. 

The Parris House was where 
the whole Witchcraft Story 
began, after the stories told by 
the slave Titula. 

They worked at the sight for 
two years and found more than 
30,000 artifacts - - most of them 
dated within the 100 years that 
the house stood, from 1681 to 
1781. Having the artifacts from 
the period of the house, Hayes 
said, makes a find. particularly 
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It’s been a while since 
Edward M. Harris was fitted 
for a dress uniform, but the 
retired U.S. Army colonel has 
agreed to get decked out once 
again - - this time as a Continen- 
tal Army officer. 

After all, Col. Harris con- 
cedes, several of his ancestors 
were in the Revolutionary War 
(one side hails from Salem), 
and what more appropriate at- 
tire for the man who will give 
the toast at Andover’s 
Bicentennial ball. 

One of the first volunteers for 
Andover’s. Bicentennial 
celebration, he was also one of 
the original promoters of the 
Andover Bicentennial 
Medallion. 

And Col. Harris, who for 
years has mixed the military 
and history, took on an even 
bigger project at the same time 
- - the writing of a book about 
Andover’s involvement in the 
Revolution, soon to be publish- 
ed 


Brookline-born, Col. Harris 
was reared in California and 
received his appointment to 
West Point after a post-high 
school year in Spain and 
another in the California 
National Guard. 

The Spanish language he had 
in school since sixth grade was 
polished by several months 
visiting a family friend in the 
small vineyard town of Puerto 
de Santa Maria. They were very 
formal people, he recalls, and 
there was never a meal, except 
maybe breakfast, when there 
weren’t two or three guests - - 
all speaking Spanish. 

Shortly after his graduation 
from West Point, Class of ’35, 
the Army sent Col. Harris to 
the University of Mexico for 
some more language - - he 
would have gone to Spain but 
the University of Madrid had 
just been levelled by the Civil 
War. He then returned to West 
Point to teach. 

When World War II came 
along, he was sent to the 


Operations .Division of the, 
» General, Staff ‘in, Washington, . 


D.C., and in December,1944, he 
was sent to the Pacific as assis- 
tant chief of staff for logistics. 

Back in Washington, in the 
Chief of Staff’s office after the 
war, he was recommended for 
transfer to the Army’s 
historical division, to continue 
work on a World War II history 
that had been started by a 
former West Point classmate 
and longtime friend, John 
Kemper. (Their parents had 
even known each other in the 
Phillipines at the time of the In- 
surrection. ) 

Kemper had resigned from 
the Army to become head- 
master at Phillips Academy. 

In 1947, Harris also started in 
the Defense Department and 
because of his experience with 
Spanish, was sent to negotiate a 
military base agreement with 
Spain. He stayed to set up the 
Military Assistance Advisory 
Group there, and eventually 
was sent to Turkey. 

He was about to retire from 
the Army when a call. came 
from his old friend John 
Kemper, asking if he would fill 
in at Phillips Academy for a 
Spanish teacher who had 
suddenly left. 

The Harrises and their five 
children - - Martha was born 
here - - moved directly to An- 
dover from Turkey in 1961 and 
bought the home on South Main 
Street where they still live. 

Col. Harris was into his third 
year of teaching Spanish when 
P.A. became involved in the 
School Boys Abroad program, 
and he was asked to start the 
course abroad in Spain. 


He headed up the P.A. 
program, which subsequently 
became the School Year 
Abroad program and spread to 
France and Germany as well, 
from 1963 until 1973, and called 
it a ‘‘howling success as far as I 
could see.”’. 

He left P.A. in 1973 and has 
been doing ‘‘what’s interested 
me’”’ since. 


Col, Harris,says, he had, 


genealogy as a hobby, and in 
politics and history. In January, 
1975, shortly after his actual 
retirement, he was asked to be 
on the Bicentennial Committee. 

He claims he began to push 
the idea of a commemorative 
medal ‘‘right off the bat’’, and 
takes credit for the design, 
which has two Samuel Phillips’ 
on one side, the Town Seal on 
the other. 

‘‘Most people think the 
Phillips family was only in- 
volved in the academy,”’ Harris 
says, ‘‘and they were about the 


most active people in town at 
the time of the Revolution.” 

The Rev. Samuel Phillips had 
been the first pastor of South 
Church, when the town had 
grown enough to require 
another parish in addition to 
North Parish, in what is now 
North Andover. 

His son Samuel, recognized 
on the seal, stayed in North 
Parish where he was a deacon 
and a lawyer. His son, Samuel 
Phillips, Jr., founded Phillips 
Academy and the powder mill 
and built the magnificent Man- 


sion House which used to stand 
across Main Street from the 
present bell tower. He was also 
a lieutenant governor of the 
Commonwealth. 

Some 1000 of the com- 
memorative medals were 
struck in silver and 1500 in 
pewter, and Harris literally had 
a hand on most of them, dispen- 
sing them from his house and 
calling subscribers when they 
arrived. 

As for the book, Harris felt

that something ought to be done 
to memorialize the American 
soldiers, Andover’s soldiers in 

the Revolution. 

Much had been done for the 
Civil War veterans, he said - - 
Memorial Hall was built in 
their honor and their names are 
inscribed in marble plaques on 
the second floor. Soldiers in 
more recent wars have also 
been honored. 

But, Col. Harris said, for 
those who trudged around New 
England in the 18th century - - 
““who even knows what. their 
names were?” - - there was 
nothing. 

It has been an enormous task, 


but Col. Harris has. turned up ~ 


the names of 680 men who serv- 
ed during the Revolution, and 
their names will be listed in an 
appendix. _ 

A perfectionist, Harris has 
poured over old town records 
and Revolutionary histories for 
more than a year, always intent 
on telling the story of what was 
going on in Andover during that 
period. At the same time, he 
helped author an article on 
Samuel Phillips’ powder mill. 

Among the mementos that 
line the. bookshelves in his of- 
fice is one plaque that softens 
his military stature: ‘I’m the 
boss of the house,’’ it says, 
“and I have my wife’s permis- 
sion to say so.” 
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Col. Harris met his wife, 
Alice, a North Dakota native, in 
Washington, D.C. in 1942, when 
she was a clerk in the office of 
the Chief of Staff. 

They have five children: 
Susan Heenan, now of Powhat- 
tan, Va.; Ned, Jr., a P.A. 
graduate who is a captain in the 
Army Engineer Corps in 
Paragula, Ark.; George, who 
lives in Andover and is a 
mechanical engineer with the 
Towle Co. in Newburyport; 
Priscilla, a claims adjustor for 
the Hancock Insurance Co. in 
San Francisco; Eleanor, who 
was born in Spain and is about 
to graduate from the University 
of New Hampshire; and 
Martha, a sixth grader at South 
School. 

The Harris household also 
counts a bird, a dog, three cats 
and a horse, and for this month 
of May, at least, a Continental 
soldier.

significant. 

One ironic note, he says, is 
that they found 19 coins at the 
site - - 19 was the number of 
people hanged in the Salem 
witch trials. 

The Hayes’ moved from 
Somerville to Andover when 
Don was 18 months old, into a 
house on Sunset Rock Road that 
his grandfather had built. 

His grandfather had worked 
for the B&M railroad, and it 
was his pocket watch that got 
Don interested in collecting 
watches and clocks. 

It's a Waltham railroad 
watch, dated 1845, that Don 
Says is as accurate as today’s 
electronic watches. They had to 
be accurate in those days, he 
Says, in order to avoid train ac- 
cidents. All switches were 
thrown by hand, so a man’s 
watch had to be coordinated 
with others up the line. 

It wasn’t always so, however, 
Don says, recalling that the 
legendary Casey Jones was kill- 
ed by a time mixup before 
railroad clocks were standar- 
dized. It was the railroads, he 
adds, that brought the country 
into standardized time zones. 
Before that, each town had its 
own ‘“‘noon”’ time - - told when 
the sun met a mark in the local 
town hall.

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Hayes collects “in quality, 
not quantity’’, and particularly 
prizes a World War II 
navigator’s pocket watch. 

He also is into antique cars, 
-with a 1923 Reo Speed Wagon, a 
truck that needs a complete 
restoration, and a 1935 Chrysler 
Air Flow. 

Don also attributes his in- 
terest in antique cars to riding 
along in his grandfather’s 
Model A Ford truck. 

Genealogy is still another in-

Marches Again 


Two hundred years after its 
predecessors marched to Lex- 
ington and fought at Bunker 
Hill, the Andover Company of 
Militia is marching again. 

Commanding officer in 
modern times is Capt. Edward 
Parker, a commercial il- 
lustrator who had been in- 
terested in forming the militia 
for a “‘long, long time’’, and 
who pled his case on the floor of 
Town Meeting for funds to 
recommission the group. 

He chose to represent Capt. 
Benjamin Ames’ Company of 
the South Parish Militia - - one 
of four Andover Companies ac- 
tive during the Revolution. 

The group belongs to the 
Council of Minutemen, which is 


made up of about 79 companies. 


throughout the Commonwealth, 
and is considered one of the 
most authentic. 

The Andover militiamen are 
not allowed to wear jewelry or 
glasses that aren’t authen- 
ticated, for instance, or beards. 
Beards were a sign of feminini- 
ty in colonial days, Parker 
Says, and were also against the 
orders of General George 
Washington. 

The Andover Company is also 
one of the few ‘‘family 


organizatons’”’ - - women and 
children accompany them on 
their various tours, just as 
women and children went along 
with the troops during the 
Revolution. 

While Parker’s group has 
been performing for schools 
and nursing homes and in 
various Bicentennial obser- 
vances, the calendar of events, 
including battle re-enactments, 
continues until 1978. Therefore, 
the group is still seeking new 
members. =a; 

For his history of the Andover 
Militia, Capt. Parker has relied 
for dates and other specifics on 
a book written in 1880 by Sarah 
Loring Bailey, ‘‘Historical 
Sketches of Andover, 
Massachusetts’’. 

According to him, a Company 
of Militia was organized in 1658 
with John Osgood, sergeant 
major, commanding. 

In 1683, the General Court of 
Massachusetts authorized a se- 
cond Company. Together they 
were part of an Essex County 
Regiment with Newbury, 
Salisbury, Haverhill, Amesbury 
and Bradford Companies, form- 
ed to protect the settlers

against the hostile Wampanoag 
Indians. 

The Companies sent details of 
men to expeditions against the 
Indians at various times, and 
from 1749 to 1761, they fought in 
the French and Indian War at 
Frot William Henry and 
Louisburg. Sarah Bailey’s book 
contains many petitions for 
redress and funds on the part of 
members of the Andover 
Militia for injuries and losses 
sustained in that war. 

The local companies remain- 
ed active through the years and 
in December, 1774, Andover 
Town Meeting voted each 
member a bayonet for his 
musket and a blanket. 

In February, 1775, the 
Selectmen formed two more 
Companies - - the muster is 
recorded in a February 2 issue 
of the ‘‘Essex Gazette’. 

When the alert was called for 
Lexington and Concord, some

ington Alarm Rolls’’. 

The Andover Companies 
marched on April 19, 1775, from 
Andover to Lexington and on to 
Cambridge, a distance accor- 
ding to sworn records of 55 
miles. In fact, all four Andover 
Companies claimed 55 miles in 
their requests to the General 
Court for time and travel pay. 

The records of .the General 
Court, however, mention 20 
miles from Andover to Lex- 
ington and 15 miles to Cam- 
bridge - - some 20 miles less 
than the Company Com- 
manders’ in their expense ac- 
counts. 

On May 27, 1775, Captain 
Ames’ company was involved in 
the episode at Chelsea Creek 
and the capture of a British 
Schooner which ran aground 
while firing on them. 

Then, during the night of June 
16-17, the Andover Companies 
were detached in the fortifica- 
tion of Breed’s Hill. In the bat- 
tle, four men were killed and 

never did receive the 40 shilling

The Elm House, like the elm 
tree for which Andover square 
is named, was a familiar land- 
mark from the late 1700’s until 
1894. 

It was one of Andover’s three 
taverns - - the others were the 
Abbot Tavern on Elm Street 
and the Blunt Tavern - - and 
many a weary traveler on his 
journey to or from Boston 
Stopped to gain refreshment at 
this wayside inn. Although it 
was the youngest tavern in the 
town, it continued to greet the 
traveler long after the Abbot 
and Blunt taverns had closed 
their doors and the grand Man- 
sion house had been gutted by 
fire. 
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Built Before 1800 

It was built somewhere 
between 1794 and 1800 on land 
which Benjamin Ames Jr. had 
received from his father. The 
original acreage acquired by 
Ames Sr., in 1773, extended 
from the present Musgrove 
building well past the town hall 
as well as encompassing some 
land on the opposite side of the 
road.

Saw A Fortune 

During the first days of the 
Revolution, the Essex turnpike 
was used a great deal by the 
Minute Men as they hastened to 
push back the Recoats at the 
battles of Lexington and Con- 
cord. And as Andover and the 
rest of the country settled down 
to enjoy their hard-earned vic- 
tory, Benjamin Ames Jr. con- 
ceived the idea of amassing a 
fortune by building an inn near. 
this heavily traveled route, 
When completed ‘‘Ye Ames 
Tavern” stood in a comman- 
ding position on the great road 
to Boston where it attracted the 
attention of the passerby. It 
differed architecturally from 
the other inns of the town as it 
rose three stories above the 
ground. And a great flat roof 
and columned piazza extended 
along the front and north side of 
this wayside inn. 

The tavern was never a pay- 
ing venture and Benjamin’s 
coffers were never filled to 
overflowing - instead he 
became involved heavily in 
debt and had to mortgage a 
great deal of the adjoining land 
to stay solvent. In 1813, he sold 
the tavern but his new-found 
financial freedom was short liv- 
ed as he died suddenly on Nov. 
24 of the same year, as a tenant 
in the tavern he had sought so 
hard to make a success.

The First 
Resident the first Abbot to live in his house at 72 Central. 
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John: Radford Abbot, by 
anyone’s definition of a true 
native, is one. 

He’s the ninth generation of 
his family in town - - in fact, a 
study of the Abbot tree is a 
history of Andover all by itself. 

An Abbot was among the first 
settlers. Abbots have appeared 
on the musters of the 
Revolutionary War, -the Civil 


War and the World Wars. There. 


are Abbot Houses and Abbot 
Street, and Abbot Academy and 
for all that, the town might 
even have been named ‘‘Abbot- 
something’’. 

The first George Abbot, 
patriarch of the line, was born 
in England in1615, and lived in 
West Roxbury when he was 
enlisted as one of the first 21 
settlers in North Parish, along 
with the Stevens’ and the 
Osgoods’ and a host of other 
familiar names. 

Most of them were farmers 
and as the town grew, many of 
them moved to their farms in 
South Parish. 

One of the family treasures is 
the deed to the old Abbot farm 
on Central Street, signed over 
in 1663 from Richard Sutton to 
George Abbot. The farm 


covered much of the land 
between Phillips Street and the 
George Abbot house at 56 Cen- 
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tral, on up toward Main Street, 
crossing the present Abbot 
Street and Abbot Academy. 

The house at 56 Central was 
‘built as a garrison, and has 
been inhabited by Abbots ever 
since. Mrs. George Abbot, the 
widow of Rad Abbot’s brother, 
lives there now. 

Abbots have also long lived in 
the house at the corner of 
Phillips Street where Rad Ab- 
bot and his wife, the former 
Helen Maxwell of Brookline, 
have lived since 1946. The house 
was built in the-late 1700’s and 
the first Abbot to live there was 
Daniel Poor Abbot. His mother 
had grown up in the Poor-Perry 
house across the street at 68 
Phillips. 

The first George Abbot had 
married Hannah Chandler, and 
Andover history tells that about 
in 1676 or thereabouts, a son, 
Timothy, was taken from the 
field out behind the Abbot gar- 
rison by rampaging Indians. A 
few months later he was return- 
ed by Indian squaws, though his 
brother, Joseph, a soldier, had 
been killed. 

A more recent direct line 
ancestor, Captain John Abbot, 
commanded a company during 
the Revolution, and Rad Abbot

has the copy of the commission, 
dated July 28, 1754 and signed 
by Governor Shirley. 


Governor Shirley,it turns out, 


was a great-great-grandfather 
of Cornelia King Ames, who is 
married to Rad Abbot’s son, 
David Maxwell Abbot. They 
live in Concord and have three 
sons to carry on the name. 

Above one of the fireplaces at 
72 Central is an old musket and 
powder horn that may have 
belonged to Captain John. 

Still another heirloom is a 
leather ammunition box carried 
by Daniel Poor Abbot, with his 
initial inside. 

Rad Abbot went to war 
himself - - two, in fet. 

In 1916 he volunteered with 
the American Ambulance Field 
Serice for six months, and 
drove an ambulance with the 
French Army - - before the U.S. 
got into the war. 

Upon his return to the States 
in 1917, he tried to enlist, but 
was turned down because of his 
eyes and flat feet. He subse- 
quently joined a Harvard Am- 
bulance Unit, and returned to 
France as a sergeant, comman- 
ding a unit from at home-rival 
Yale. 

They were all over the 
different fronts, Abbot recalls, 
ending up in Belgium, and then 
in Germany with the Occupa- 
tion. 

For his efforts in that war, he 
received a Croix de Guerre with 
three citations. 

During the Second World 
War, he spent three years in 
South Africa as an intelligence 
officer for a bomber unit. They 
landed in Africa on D-Day, he 
Says, only to be fired on by the 
French, who didn’t know who 
they were. 

The Abbot’s eldest son, John 
R., Jr., was serving three years 
in the Pacific at the same time, 
and was killed there near the 
end of the war. 

Rad Abbot’s grandfather, 
Ezra, had been a physician in 
Canton and his father, George, 
had started as an office boy for 
Brown Brothers (long before 
the Harriman was added), and 
was with them for 48 years. 

Rad Abbot himself had 
prepped at Phillips Academy, 
Class of 1910, and graduated 
from Harvard, ’14. The Abbots 
lived in Cambridge for 26 years 
after they were married in 1920, 
while he practiced architec- 
ture.

Residents 
Scalped On 
Osgood St. 


The tranquil setting of the 
Earth Grant Farm on Osgood 
Street belies a tragic part of its 
history - - the scalping of the 
Abiel Upton family. 

The sturdy farmhouse was 
built in 1699 by Thomas 
Blanchard as a home for his 
family and a fortress against 
marauding Indians. As a 
defense against bowmen and 
their arrows, the front portion 
of the house had a brick barrier 
encased between the inner and 
outer wall. 

The Blanchard family lived in 
the house for three generations, 
until it was sold to Upton in 
1792. 

One day, fiercely painted In- 
dian braves, with their gaudy 
headdresses flying in the wind, 
swept down on the Upton house 
and encircled it, giving off 
hideous and blood chilling war- 
whoops, before dragging the 
terrified Upton familyy into the 
field where they were unmer- 
cifully set upon and scalped. 

The narrow dirt path in front 
of the house was at one time a 
heavily traveled thoroughfare 
leading from Andover to 
Tewksbury,: and known as ‘the 
“Old County Road’. 


dover, he continued his 
architecture, first in a small of- 
fice downtown until he offically 
retired three years ago - - then 
in an office upstairs where he 
Still does a lot of work. 

He did a lot of residential 
work and locally he designed 
the Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum and almost all of the 
remodeling at Abbot Academy.

He says he’d particularly like 
to save the Marland House - - 
the Rose Cottage and the old 
Swift House.

She also suggested that areas 
which retain the features of An- 
dover’s rural landscape be 
recognized, particularly the 
Osgood and Grant Farms on 
Osgood Street, the Shattuck 
Farm on River Road, and the 
Turner Farm on South Main. 

There are good examples of 
all periods throughout town, 
however, and for the Sunday 
afternoon drive or walk into An- 
dover’s history by its building, 
the best examples of the 
various periods - - the three’s - - 
are listed below, along with the 
particular traits of the period. 
Some combined categories are 
also included, for houses which 
straddle two eras. 


First Period

The former 
shifts the interest in classical 
design, as begun with the 
Georgian and Federal periods, 
from Italian to Grecian 
sources. All types of buildings 
were made to echo the form of 
the ancient Greek temples‘- - 
low-pitched gables facing the 
street over columned porticos; 
the heavy Greek post and lintel 
system is echoed in door 
frames and mantel pieces.

Blizzard 
Of 1898  . 
A Whopper 


Some Andover residents can 
still remember one of the worst 
snow storms in the town’s 
history - - the blizzard of Feb. 4, 
1898. 

Although the following mor= 
ning only two feet of snow 
covered the ground, tremen- 
dous drifts ranging from six to 
12 feet high had been created by 
gale force winds averaging 50 
miles an hour. 

The trolleys fought a losing 
battle and by 6 p.m. they had 
given up their attempt to travel 
the. short distance from An- 
dover to Lawrence. Already one 
car was hopelessly stalled in an 
eight-foot snow drift “on An- 
dover hill and another one at 
the Marland Village hill. 

Even the trains were stalled 

“on the tracks. The 9:40 p.m. 
passenger train to Boston had 
proceeded only a few miles 
beyond Ballardvale when it too 
became stranded along with 
two night freights bound for 
Portland. 

All the activities of the town 
were at a standstill and all com- 
munications were cut off. Not 
even a call could get through to 
Lawrence. 

Street Commissioner 
Chandler ordered out the town 
sleds, drawn by eight horses, to 
clear away the menacing drifts. 
The old-fashioned shovel with a 
man behind it proved more 
effective as some of the drifts 
were even a herculean task for 
the horses. 

The lamplighter employed to 
light the carbon arc light at 
Elm Square suffered frost bite 
while attending to his duties in 
the sub-zero temperatures 
which followed the storm. Frye 
Village, which subsequently 
became Shawsheen Village, 
recorded a reading of 25 
degrees below zero, with 
Ballardvale a shivering second 
at 2 below. 

The blizzard took its toll in 
the town’s budget as well, for 
even with volunteer help of the 
townspeople, it cost the town 
some $3,00 dollars before life in 
the community could again be 
called normal.

Congresses be strictly adhered 
to. Already, in May, 1775, you 
meet the watchmen in the 
streets, who stop each passer 
after nine o’clock and make 
him tell his business. 

‘Next year, in June, ’76, the 
town has voted this, ‘that, 


_ should the honorable Congress, 


for the safety of the Colonies, 
declare them independent of 
the Kingdom of Great Britain, 
we will solemnly engage with 
our lives and fortunes to sup- 
port them in the measure.’ A 
town up to. the mark surely, 
with one foot boldly beyond the 
mark indeed! 

‘In October, our town is giv- 
ing in its allegiance to the new 
State government. In 
November, it is voting its 
supplies to the families of the 
soldiers who are in the field. 

‘In one more year it is in- 
structing its representatives to 
stand by the new confederation. 
It has its word to say about the 
currency, about the taxes. It 
recommends out of its town- 
meeting, a plan of -national 
office-giving and office-holding 
which might well have been a 
Civil Service Bill for all our 
history, and done us good. 


Finally, in 1788, it debated and - 


divided about the ratification of 
the Federal Constitution; but, 
when the convention in Boston 
voted in its favor, the town 


accepted it most loyally. 

Meanwhile, its soldiers were 
in the field; 98 men were in con- 
stant service during the war. 
The town’s militia in 1777 
numbered 670 men. Twenty 
belonging to this, which then 
was the South Parish, died in 
the Revolution. All these 
things, with their picturesque 
details, the Andover boy of ‘the 
time knows by heart, and is 
proud of his town, standing firm 
and loyal and self-sacrificing 
among the towns that first 
fought for independence and 
then built up the new nation. 

“Ah, how alike all history 
seems! How old, and yet eter- 
nally how new, these elemen- 
tary emotions are! How the 
first instincts that make men 
fight for freedom, and good 
government, and truth, last on 
from age to age! Old and yet 
ever young, like the eternal 
skies, the ever self-renewing 
trees, the gray and child-like 
sea. 

“In 1776 and 1861 these An- 
dover men are the same men 
still. The very names of this 
last war are the names of that 
old struggle. ‘What were the 
Captains called of the four 
militia companies of 1777? 
Johnson, and Lovejoy, and Ab- 
bot, and Holt. And were not 
these same names - - Johnson, 
and Lovejoy, and Abbot, and 
Holt - - high on the muster-rolls 
of 1862? It was the same town

Townsman 
Began As 
Citizen Effort 


Early in the summer of 1887, 
several Andover citizens began 
discussing the feasibility of es- 
tablishing a paper, and they 
sent out a circular to townspeo- 
ple. The response was 
favorable. Stock was raised and 
the company duly incorporated, 
with offices at 36 to 38 Main 
Street. 

The first TOWNSMAN was an 
eight-page paper, with each 
page having five columns about 
15 inches in length. ‘‘The An- 
dover Townsman’”’ was spelled 
out in a large arc at the head of 
the front page, and below the 
lettering were pictures of the 
library, schools, churches, and 
factories. 

For many years the paper 
thrived under the leadership of 
John N. Cole, an old-type coun- 
try editor who minced no words 
but used the power of the press 
to do its utmost for the better- 
ment and development of the 
town. 


Mr. Cole died in 1922 and 
after waning influence and 
several experiments, including 
a magazine format, the paper 
was sold in 1938 by the Andover 
Press to then-editor Elmer J. 
Grover. 


In 1949, the paper was 
purchased by Irving E. Rogers, 
who remains as publisher. 

In 1950, the TOWNSMAN 
became one of the first 
weeklies in the country to use 
the offset printing process. 

The TOWNSMAN was actual- 
ly the third Andover weekly. On 
May 27, 1829, ‘‘The Journal of 
Humanity and Herald of the 
American Temperance 
Society’’ began its short ex- 
istence, with Dr. Justin 
Edwards as the moving force 
behind it. It was printed by 
Flagg and Gould at the junction 
of South Main and Buck streets, 
and discontinued in 1833. 

On Feb. 19, 1853, the Andover 
Advertiser appeared with the 
motto: ‘‘The life of agriculture, 
trade and commerce is a good 
advertising medium.”’ It was 
published every Saturday in the 
office of John D. Flagg, op- 
posite Phihllips Academy. The 
original size was 14 x 11 inches 
with four columns to a page, but 
afterward it was enlarged 
somewhat. 

In May, 1855, W. F. Draper 
bought out Mr. Flagg and 11 
years later, the paper was sold 
out to the Lawrence American. 
The last issue appeared Feb. 10, 
1866, and no paper existed until 
the town’s prominent citizens

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In Continued Pursuit 
Of A Dream 


A strange thing happened on the way to town meeting 
last week! 

What seemed an assured plan of developing 
Shawsheen as a dream village once again, with Sacred 
Heart properties as core, fell by the wayside. 

Instead, in some strange municipal flip-flopping 
which we fail to understand, the selectmen were denied 
the $15,000 planning funds and additional sums added to 
a proposed $500,000 bond issue to acquire Sacrec| Heart 
land. 

If it was a case of jealousy as to who was to ad- 
minister the $15,000 - - selectmen, town manager or 
planning board - - then the decision is most unfortunate. 

We were convinced that the idea put forth by the 
Selectmen, to delay action on the Sacred Heart total 
parcel, and use the time to do some adequate planning 
for the entire area, was a good one. 

We have witnessed many plans over the years which 
have died rapidly, but this particular idea had all the in- 
gredients needed to insure some action. 


Basically, a solid group of citizens in Shawsheen 
would have insured that action would proceed. The in- 
terests of the Friends of Shawsheen Neighborhood 
Association have already been made known, although 
they are, to be sure, self-serving. 


What the selectmen had hoped, when they made the 
proposal prior to town meeting, is that if the Shawsheen 
plan proved successful, quite possibly the same method 
of planning could be broughtto other sections of town, 

The idea, though lacking in the $15,000 funding, should 
not be forgotten. 

There still remains the potential to develop the area 
and do some substantial planning, despite the objections 
by the Finance Committee and obviously town meeting

to spending any money. 

For once, it might just be a good idea to have the 
selectmen, as the town’s guidance board, exercise the 
initiative to pursue the dream conceived not too many 
weeks ago. pe 

The Shawsheen concerned citizens we are sure stand 
ready to assist. 

Other town agencies can be brought into play, either 
by request or administrative directive, if necessary. 

We feel that even the Brothers of Sacred Heart would 
be more than willing to assist in any developmental 
plans. 

There has, always been a wealth of talent among An- 
dover’s citizenry to assist in most any municipal study 
or project, and certainly these sources could be tapped 
in this instance. 

What we envision is the continuance of the proposal 
put forth by the selectmen without the $15,000. Quite 
possibly retention of outside consultants for such a pur- 
pose would have been wasted funds anyway, since our 
opinion of consultant work remains within the category 
of professional people putting on paper’ what you 
already know or want to have accomplished. 

With a little volunteer time and effort, Shawsheen 
development can be done by those most concerned, 
residents of the area and the town. 

What may come out of such a Study is the dream 
village envisioned by the founder, but updated. 

Too, the Sacred Heart building may well become a 
part of Andover’s taxable property once again, through 
use by some type of amenable commercial entity. It is 
not outside the realm of possibility. 

We urge the selectmen to take the initiative and: 
proceed with the original planning. The idea is 
meritorious enough to pursue.

There are, indeed, termites eating away at the 
timbers of the body politic and, unhappily, there is 
not much we can do about them. One of them is 
familiar and has been with us since man began to 
govern himself - - our old and sleepy friend apathy. 
Apathy gets blamed, wrongly, for many things, but 
on closer inspection apathy will be seen to be more 
effect than cause. Apathy appears when we are per- 
Suaded that no matter what we do it will not 
matter. We are apathetic at the polls - - note our 
35% turnout at the last town election - - because we 
have come to sense that our vote will not really be 
significant - - and in a popular election where large 
numbers of votes are cast and the Margins are 
large there is a basis for this apprehension. We do 
not often have a salutary experience such as the one 
the last school committee race provided where the 
victor’s margin was so slight that every supporter 
could feel that he had directly affected the outcome 
of the election and, conversely, those who ‘‘did not 
bother’’ could also feel that they had made a 
critical contribution, however unhappy that may 
have been. 


The Town Meeting breeds its own apathy. Much 
goes on in which we seem to play no real role. Many 
of the matters to be considered are dull and rouse 
no strong feeling. Street acceptances are a good ex- 
ample of unexciting matters which must be con- 
sidered by the Town Meeting. Water and sewer ex- 
tensions, costly though they may be, are not likely 
to make the voters mount the barricades. Technical 
items, such as debt service - - an item which ac- 
counts for an increasingly large share of the tax 
burden - - and the payment of bills carried over 
from a previous year are not likely to make the 
heart beat faster. Consequently, many of our 
citizens remember the last Town Meeting they 
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The Other Termite 


went to only because it was such a bore. 

But apathy alone will not bring down the Town 
Meeting system. We will probably always be able to 
muster a quorum; and if we reach a point where we 
cannot, we will eliminate the quorum - - if the alter- 
native is governmental paralysis. But if apathy will 
not bring down the system it is not without it 
negative effects. If we lose the. will to exercise 
political power we quickly lose the Skill, too. 
Apathy makes it easy for “power blocs’’ to 
manipulate the Town Meeting, and it is always sur- 
prising to hear otherwise knowledgeable people 
denounce this perfectly legitimate maneuver in 
democracy. Organization, pressure, group action, 
publicity, propaganda - - this is the stuff of political 
dynamics, the gas that fuels the governmental 
engine. Thus, we can have a rezoning article passed 
which many citizens may find offensive; an in- 
dustry article accepted which many voters feel 
threatens the quality of life in the community; a 
school article rammed through Town Meeting 
which is costly and does nof have popular support; 
a transportation subsidy granted which benefits an 
incredibly small group of commuters. We ought not 
to be surprised that this can happen - - that people 
who feel a certain way on a particular matter make 
sure that their point of view prevails. The ones who 
‘‘bother”’ carry the day; the ones who don’t go away 
frustrated and beaten. If we will not ‘bother’ we 
must learn to accept having our affairs arranged to 
someone else’s satisfaction. We will get the kind of 
government we deserve. 


But if apathy can do no more than change the con- 
ditions of political life in Andover, the other termite 
may have some unpleasant surprises for us, and we 
are just now beginning to feel its bite. It is difficult 
to put a handle to it. Roosevelt critics called it 
‘‘gradualism”’; others have called it “creeping 
socialism”’, but it is quite simply the technique of

changing the rules of the game rapidly, and in many 
and minor ways. It is a powerful tool in the hands of 
a skillful manipulator, and we are just now begin- 
ning to see its effect on the decision making power 
of the electorate, not only in Andover, but 
nationwide. 

When the Great and General Court passed an act 
granting the right to public employees to bargain 
collectively on‘ wages, hours, and conditions of 
employment, wittingly or not, it legitimized the 
strike. Strikes by public employees are illegal, of 
course, but who will say they are unheard of. The 
strike stands in the same relation to negotiations as 
war does to diplomacy. In both cases it is the ul- 
timate weapon. The right to bargain presupposes 
the right to strike -- - without this weapon 
negotiations are meaningless. 

The Andover school committee recently conclud- 
ed negotiations with the teachers - - negotiations 
which involved the expenditure of $6,000,000 plus. 
Decisions were made by the committee during the 
negotiations in which the electorate did not, and 
could not, participate. The outlay for salaries ac- 
counts for over 60% of the total school budget. But, 
in fact, because of fiscal autonomy, the entire 
school budget is out of reach of the electorate, 
anyway, and the courts will order the town to pay 
whatever the school committee decides to spend. 
This is not to pass judgment on fiscal autonomy for 
school committees for which there is much to be 
said; nor, on collective bargaining, which is not 
without virtue; nor on schools, which sometimes 
seem more sacred than motherhood. But, on all 
school matters you may express an opinion, the 
finance committee may express an opinion; and the 
newspapers may deplore the whole business; but, 
finally the town will pay the bill, with or without the 
approval of the electorate.

More than twenty-five percent 
of the eggs sold in Massachusetts 
are produced here, and some of 
them are now labeled with a 
symbol of the state that reads, 
““Massachusetts-produced’’. 

Fresh high quality eggs have 
high standing firm yolks and 
thick whites that don’t “spread 
out’’ when the egg is broken into 
a pan or on to a flat plate. 

Store eggs large end up, in the 
refrigerator of course, and not 
next to aromatic foods such as 
fish, cheese or citrus. If an egg is 
cracked accidentally, use it only 
in thoroughly cooked dishes. 

Leftover egg yolks should be 
covered with cold water and 
stored in a tightly closed con- 
tainer in the refrigerator. The 
same is true of whites, except 
they don’t need water. Both will | 
keep a day or two. : 

Eggs may also be frozen when |; 
removed from their shells. The 
whites may be frozen as is in a E 
covered container. To freeze the = 
yolks, mix in either % teaspoon = 
Sugar or % teaspoon salt for ES 
every 2 cup yolks. 

Another way to freeze eggs for 
future use is in a delectable 
quiche. Check the prices for 
frozen quiche at gourmet shops # 
and supermarkets, and you’ll see 
that making your own is a 
saving! 

Deviled, 
pickled, Benedict, or omelets 
with a cheese, asparagus or 
mushroom filling as an entree - - 
or with apples, bananas or 
peaches for an elegant dessert 
omelet.

Hard cook 1 dozen large eggs.

The total town budget this year is $19,000,000, give 
or take a few thousands. If we deduct from this the 
debt service charge - - not a decision making 
matter - - of $2,228,000, we are left with a dis- 
cretionary amount of $16,772,000. Deduct from this 
the amounts in wages negotiated with the police, 
the foremen, and the teachers - - $7,732,000 - - we 
reduce the amount of discretionary funds to $9,040,- 
00. There is a water storage article which carries a 
financial committee recommendation of $2,657,000. 
If we subtract this from the remainder there is a 
total of $6,383,000 over which the voters are free to 
agonize. The truth is that by the time the voters get 
to Town Meeting a very substantial portion - - ap- 
proximately 65% - - of the $19,000,000 budget will 
have been accounted for. While man does not live 
by bread alone we must recognize money as a 
primary policy making tool. You may question 
School department expenditures - - and this is a 
good thing - - but you are not going to do much about 
them. You might get a single item deleted, but it 
would be a feckless school committee that would 
touch the salary account after having completed 
negotiations with the teachers and administrators. 
Contracts with the firemen and the police are bin- 
ding and generally untouchable. 

If this were all we had to worry about we might 
easily accommodate. Let’s take a look farther 
afield. In 1973, William Clay, a representative to 
Congress from Missouri, submitted a bill known as 
the “National Public Employment Relations Act”’. 
This bill provided for the compulsory unionization 
of all employees of all governments and arms 
thereof in the nation. The bill which did not pass 
would have made the holding of union membership 
a prerequisite to employment by any governmental 
unit anywhere in the country; it would have swelled 
the union treasury enormously; it would have given 
the unions decisive powere in any election 
anywhere; it would have given the unions power to 
shut down the Federal government itself; it would 
have been a massive transfer of power from the 
electorate to the unions. We would have seen 
federal, state, county and town governments deal- 
ing on equal terms iwth union negotiators who 
would have the muscle to bring the entire 
governmental process to a halt. We had a recent 
glimpse of the mighty potential of a militant union 
in the recently settled trucker’s strike, in which the

union quickly whipped the federal government into 
line by threatening to strangle the nation’s 
transportation system. 

Strikes by public employees are illegal, of course, 
but we all understand New York City cannot long 
stand a strike by its garbage collectors; nor 
Baltimore by its police nor Kansas City by its 
firemen; nor San Francisco by its bus drivers; nor, 
in truth, Andover by its teachers - - these are simple 
facts of life. Woodrow Wilson said, ‘‘The business of 
government is to see that no other organization is 
as strong as itself; to see that no group of men, no 
matter what their private business is, may come 
into competition with the authority of society.”’ 
Society is clearly in competition with other 
organizations. We can see what the penalty is for 
losing cut:in that competition. In England organized 
labor is sometimes known as ‘‘shadow 
government’’; it is, in fact, the government, for no 
prime minister can survive the opposition of the un- 
ions. 

The competition with the authority of society is 
here and now, and it will grow fiercer. We have 
seen that the open form of town meeting has served 
Andover well and it will continue to serve. The 
danger is coming from another quarter and the 
struggle will be on a larger battlefield. We ought to 
cherish the Town Meeting system - - it may well be 
the last of the ‘‘best of all political worlds’.
